REPORT 


OF THE 


SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


Agreeably to the requisition of the Act which makes it the duty of 
the Superintending School Committee to present to the town an Annual 
Report of the condition of the schools under their supervision, your Com- 
mittee respectfully submit their Report for the year just expired. 

We are happy to be able to report that there has been a marked im- 
provement made in nearly all of our schools the past year. Advance- 
ment in various branches of an English education has been made. 

We would also remark that in attempting to perform our duty, we 
have strongly urged it as a duty devolving upon both teacher and schol- 
ars to use all proper means to preserve perfect order, and that whisper- 
ing, one of the worst and most prominent evils, should be entirely dis- 
pensed with; and to a good degree we have been successful. 

We have also urged the necessity of attending particularly to Reading 
and Spelling, as but little progress can be made in other branches until 
scholars are able to read well. 

In conclusion, we would say that much of the improvement in our 
schools is owing to an increased interest on the part of the parents in 
the education of their children, which is manifested in many districts by 
their frequent visits to the schools, and their warm co-operation with 
the teacher—and farther, of a deeper sense than formerly of the respon- 
sibility of the important office of Prudential Committee. 


District No.1. Summer School. Miss Abby A. Johnson, Instruct- 
ress. This school is composed of 45 scholars, all but five under ten years 
of age; consequently it requries both labor and patience on the part of 
the teacher, to preserve that quiet which is desirable in the school-room. 
At our visit the school appeared to be well managed, and the method of 
instruction was good. 

Winter School. Miss Mary Johnson, Instructress. An accession 
of some dozen lads of fourteen years of age to the Winter school did not 
render the task of preserving order any lighter, yet the scholars evident- 
ly made improvement, particularly in reading. 

District No. 2. Summer Sehool. Miss Abby Cram, Instructress. 
The Register shows 20 scholars in attendance, four only upwards of ten 
years of age. Miss Cram appeared to be interested in the school, and 
very commendable improvement was made by the scholars. 

Winter School. George H. Russell, Instructor. Thirty-two schol- 
ars attended the Winter school, which was lengthened out to thirteen 
weeks by private subserlption. The school appeared well at the exam- 
ination, and we think the course of instruction must have been thorough. 

District No. 3. Summer school—Miss Maria U. Merrill, Instruc- 
tress. This was Miss Merrill's first attempt at school-keeping, which 
was quite successful—the school appearing well at the examination. 

Winter School. Charles A. Varney, Instructor. This school was 
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not as successful as could have been desired. The teacher attributed 
his failure to a want of co-operation of the parents. ‘The school-house 
has not improved since the last report, and, whatever fault may be found 
with it in other respects, there is no lack of ventilation. 

Disrricr No. 4. Summer school—Miss Amanda M. Kennedy, In- 
structress. Length ofschool, ten weeks—whole number of scholars, 9. 
Miss Kennedy managed the school very well, and the result of the ex- 
amination was quite satisfactory, especially in Reading and Spelling. 

Winter School. Miss Margaret G. Dunlap, Instructress. This 
school is small, but rather pleasant. The scholars appeared well at the 
inspection of the school in all the branches to which they had attended, 
giving good evidence of faithful instruction. 

Districr No. 5. Summer school—Miss Margaret G. Dunlap, In- 
structress. Thirty scholars were in attendance ; length of school nine 
weeks. A first-class school must have the hearty co-operation of the 
three parties which compose all schools, viz; the parents, teacher and 
scholars. In the belief of your committee, this school has been fortu- 
nate in securing this, which is so desirable and commendable to all con- 
cerned. ‘heschool is an example of the good resulting from such a 
union. 

Winter School. Miss H. J. Plummer, Instructress. Length of 
school, ten weeks—29 scholars in attendance. Miss Plummer fully 
sustained the character of the school. We have seldom seen more intel- 
ligent or better behaved scholars. 

District No.6. Summerterm. This school is divided into two 
departments. First department, Miss S. M. Little, Instructress; in 
the second, Miss Mary E. Stevens. This school as a whole, has held a 
high rank among the schools in town. It was evident at the examina- 
tion that the scholars in each department had been thoroughly disciplin- 
ed and correctly taught. The scholars were very prompt in all their 
recitations, and had evidently made good progress in their studies. 

Winter Term. 1st department—J. W. Clark, Instructor. Length 
of school thirteen week—number of scholars 55. Mr. Clark’s method 
of instruction was thorough and correct; and if the scholars did not 
make good good improvement it must have been their own fault. 

Second Department—Miss Harriet Shaw, Instructress. Miss Shaw 
managed this department well. The deportment of the scholars was 
pleasing, and they made respectable improvement. 

District No.7. Miss Sophronia 8S. Adams, Instructress. Length 
of school twelve weeks—whole number of scholars, 29. Miss Adams 
was thorough in discipline. The scholars appeared well at the close of 
the term, and it was evident they had made good improvement. 

Winter School. E. B. Wells, Instructor. Mr. Wells labored as- 
siduously for the improvement of the school, and we are happy to say 
that good progress had been made by those scholars which were present 
at the examination. 

District No. 8. Summer and Winter Terms—Miss Almira 8. Kim- 
ball, Instructress. Length of Summer term, 74 weeks. Number of 
scholars, 33. Length of Winter term, ten weeks—whole number of 
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scholars, 43. The school appeared well at the close of each term. Miss 
Kimball exerted herself for the improvement of her pupils, and should 
be remembered with gratitude for the good she accomplished. 

District No. 9. Summer school—Miss Sarah E. Mullet, Instruc- 
tress. Miss Mullet labored hard for this school. and it was manifest at 
the examination that the scholars had made some improvement, espeeial- 
ly in Reading and Spelling. 

Winter School. G. Frank Farley, Instructor. Mr. Farley is not 
wanting in literary attainments. Harmony of feeling existed, between 
teacher and scholars, and good improvement was made in the various 
branches to which they attended. 

District No. 10. Summer school—Miss Sarah EH. Atwood, In- 
structress. Length of school, eheven weeks—number of scholars in at- 
tendance, 31. Miss Atwood isa well-qualified teacher, and the im- 
provement of the scholars was satisfactory. The district needs a larger 
house, and the scholars a uniform series of reading books. 

Winter School. H.W. Colburn, of New Boston, Instructor.— 
This was Mr. Colburn’s first attempt as school-teaching ; yet he acquit- 
ted himself very well and much to the satisfaction of the district, and 
to the improvement of the scholars. 

District No. 11. Summer school. Miss Sarah Neville of New 
Boston, Instructress. Miss Neville is quite young and this was her 
first school. The examination showed respectable progress. 

Winter School. Jeremiah P. Jameson, Instructor. The examina- 
tion of the school showed that a thorough course of instruction had been 
pursued. The scholars made excellent improvement in all of their stu- 
dies. 

District No. 12. Summer and Winter terms. Miss Sarah C. 
Trull, Instructress. Summer term, length of school ten weeks. Length 
of Winter term nine weeks. The scholars in this school are mostly 
young, yet the teacher succeeded in making the school pleasant and use- 
ful. The scholars were prompt in their recitations, having made good 
improvement. 

Disrrict No. 13. Summer school—Miss Nancy E. Stinson, In- 
structress. Miss Stinson is an experienced and faithful teacher, but 
owing to the irregularity in the attendance of a number of her scholars, 
there was not that general progress made which the commencement of 
the school gave promise of. Those who were punctual in their attend- 
ance made good improvement. ‘The absences of the different scholars, 
as reported by the teacher, being equal to 495 days attendance of one 
scholar, or one-third part of the school. 


Winter School. Miss Mary A. D. Allison, Instructress. Length 
of school, eight weeks—number of scholars, 43. Miss Allison is a ve- 
ry competent teacher, and labored diligently for the advancement of her 
pupils. Sixteen scholars were present at the examination, all of whom 
had made excellent improvement. 

District No. 14. Summer school—Miss H. Jane Plummer, In- 
structress. Length of school, eight and one-half weeks. Whole unm- 
ber of scholars, 16. Miss Plummer labored diligently for the good of 
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the school, and was very successful in her efforts for the advancement of 
her pupils. 

Winter School. Miss Belinda McKeen, Instructress. Length of 
school, five weeks. This term was so short that the scholars could not 
make much advancement. The school appeared very well. 

District No. 15. Summer and Winter terms—Miss Mary J. Leach,’ 
Instructress. Mis Leach was very successful in this school. The 
scholars appeared well and it was manifest that they had made commen- 
dable improvement. 

Disrrrot No. 16. Summer school—Miss Mary J. Aiken, Instruc- 
tress. Whole number of scholars, 26—length of school, nine weeks.— 
The school made a very good appearance at the examination, and we be- 
lieve the teacher endeavored to be faithfulin the discharge of her duty. 

Winter School. Miss Margaret A. Richardson, Instructress. Length 
of school. five weeks. Number of scholars in attendance, 31. The 
school was so short, no very striking improvement could be expected ; 
yet, so far as we were able to judge, the scholars did well for the time.
